Supporting The Constitution's plea 
for relief from the crowded and often 


insanitary condition of the city’s pub- ; 


lic schools, a committee was appointed 
at the regular monthly meeting of the 
city board of education yesterday aft- 
@rnoon with instructions to make a 
Searching investigation into the exist- 
ing conditions and formulate a plan of 
remedy which will be presented to the 
next meeting of the board, which, in 
turn, will refer it to council with the 
urgent request that this question be 
given immediate consideration. 

In event of council's failure or in- 
ability to remedy the existing condi- 
tions, it was expressed at Thursday’s 
meeting that a direct appeal should be 
made to the people by means of the in- 
itiative and referendum clause adopted 
in the city’s charter at the recent elec- 
tion. 

The board was thoroughly 
at Thursday's meeting by the startling 
exposure of conditions made by The 


Constitution and this paper's fight for |

a betterment of conditions was entirely 
in accord with the sentiment of 
board and the members of the board of 
lady visitors who were present, with 
the exception of James L. Key, a mem- 
ber of the board of education, 
thought that the whole situatior had 
been exaggerated and that the schools 
are not in as bad conditions as de- 
picted. 

One thing, at least, was apparent at 
Thursday's meeting This is that the 
board of education is entirely 
to the duty that lies before it. 

The Constitution's revelations were 
augmented at the meeting by state- 
ments of conditions from a number of 
those present. 

Warm Discussion Precipitated. 

A warm discussion of conditions was 
held at the meeting, resulting in the 
appointment of the committee 

This discussion was precipitated 
when Mrs. Annie T. Wise, principal of 
the Girls’ English Commercial High 
school, laid before the board the facts 
relating to that school 

Mrs. Wise corroborated the statement 
of conditions at this gchool building 
as set forth in The Con. .itution. 

“The building,” she said, “is very in- 
adequate It is entirely too small to 
accommodate the number of pupils we 
have, and our quarters are so cramped 
that our work is seriously hampered. 

“Moreover, the building is located in 
a very inconvenient place so that the 
students are put to all but hardship to 
get to the building. And if a fire 
should happen to break out in the 
building I -should shudder to think 
what the results might be. The build- 
ing is scarcely less than a fire trap. 

“We have a great opportunity to do 
a great work in the English Commer- 
cial High school if we were only given 
adequate facilities, but under the pres- 
ent conditions to make any marked de- 
gree of progress and growth is out of 
the question. The best we can hope 
for is to struggle along and keep 
things going. 

“The city, as everyone knows, has al- 
ready a site bought and paid for upon 
which to erect a new English Commer- 
cial High school With this location 
owned by the city, it seems to methat 
the path of duty is rather too obvious 
to call for much advice. The erection 
of a school building on this lot would 
be an ample solution of the problem 
so far as the English Commercial 
’ High school is concerned.” 

These remarks from Mrs. Wise pre- 
cipitated a general discussior and an 
unrestrained expose of conditions. 

Dykes Criticives Conditions. 

Professor Wykes, principal of the 
Boys’ High school, arose and stated 
that it is his belief that conditions at 
the Boys’ High school are even worse 
than those at the English commercial. 

“This school building is crowded to 
far more than its capacity,” said Pro- 
fessor Dykes. “There are now four im- 
provised classrooms in the auditorium, 
and even these are not adequate to 
care for the large number of pupils 
that we have in that school 

“There is another defect at the Boys’ 
High, too, which might be regarded 
as even more detrimental than the lack 
of space. That is the lack of suffi- 
client light For great part of the 
time we have to use artificial light 
for the children to read and study by. 
This is not only a great inagonve- 
nience, but an unnatural condition 
which may be telling on the eyes of the 
pupils. 

And another deplorable fact 
gard to the Boys’ High schoo] 
there is no playground or provision 
Whatever for recreation. I believe that 
this is the only known high school that 
has a Belgian block campus! 

“But to come back to space condi- 
tions, The purpose of instruction to 
the boys is but one of the many uses 
to which this building is put, which 
Should be devoted entirely to the train- 
ing of the boys of the city who have 
finished the grammar schools. To enu- 
merate, this building is used for the 
following purposes: 

“Offices of the superintendent, the 
board of education, the medical store- 
rooms, the director of drawing, the su- 
perintendent of repairs and his store- 
rooms, and the entire night school of 
about 300 pupils, who are scattered 
throughout eight grades and occupy 
erery inch of space from the basement 
to. the roof.”

It developed by Dr. Smith‘s testimony 
Admiral Eaton

worth to nurse the admiral's first wife, 
and he described her as “faithful and 
trueto her charge.”

Will Mean Four Through 


Trains From Atlanta tol

A new train between Atlanta and 
New York, to be known as the “Atlanta 
Special,” is to be established by the 
Southern railway on Sunday, November 
16. It wil] be distinctly an Atlanta 
train in service as well as name; is to 
be made up here and not having any 
connections to wait on will leave every 
day on time The “Atlanta Special 
will be operated on the present sched- 
ule of the “New York, Atlanta, and 
New Orleans Limited,” leaving Atlanta 
11 a. m., central time, arriving 
York 12:16 p. m. eastern time, leaving 
New York 4:35 eastern time, arriving 
Atlanta 5 p. m. central time. 


Schedule Changed. 

On the same day that the “Atlanta 
Special” is put in service, the schedule 
of the New York-New Orleans train 
will be changed so that leaving New 
Orleans at 9:30 p. m. it will reach 
Atlanta at 11:50°a. m. central time; 
leave 12:05 p. m., 
7:30 a. m. eastern time, arrive New 
York 1:40 p. m. Southbound this train 
will leave New York at the same time 
as the “Atlanta Special,”’ 4:35 p. m., 
but wil] leave Washington ten min- 
utes behind it at 10:55 p. m., and ar- 
rive Atlanta 5:10 p. m. 

The “Atlanta Special” will be a high 
class exclusively Pullman train with 
club car and dining car, double draw- 
ing room, ten section sleeping car, be- 
tween Atlanta and New York, and 
drawing room twelve section sleeping 
acr between Macon and New York.’ It 
will also handle sleeping cars between 
Charlotte and New York and between 
Asheville and New York. 

With the inauguration of the “At- 
lanta Special,” the “New York, Atlanta 
and New Orleans Limited” will only 
handle sleeping cars running through 
between New York and New Orleans 
but will continue to have club car be- 
tween Montgomery and Washington 
and chair car and dining car between 
Montgomery and Greensboro, N. C. 

Better Accomodations. 

The change in the schedule of the 
“New York, Atlanta and New Orleans 
Limited” and the establishment of the 
‘Atlanta Special” will serve the double 
purpose of giving more ample accom- 
modations for the travel between At- 
lanta and the east and providing faéil- 
ities for better handling trans-conti- 
nenta]l travel through the southeast. 
On November 16, the Southern Pacific 
railway is to establish a new train 
between Sen rrancisco and New Or- 
leans which will reduce the time be- 
tween Atlanta and the coast by thirty 
hours. It is expected that this service 
will attract an increasingly volume of 
trans-continental travel through At- 
lanta and New Orleans gateway and it 
is with the purpose of adequately serv- 
ing this travel without In any way in- 
conveniencing its patrons in Atlanta 
and other cities immediately on its 
lines that the Southern railway has de- 
cided to establish the additional train 
service. 

Four Passenger Trains, 

After November i6, the Southern 
railway will have four high class 
through passenger trains between At- 
lanta and New York, leaving at 12:15 
a. m., 11 a. m., 13:05 p. m., and 2:45 
Pp. m. and arriving at 6 a m.. 11:15 
a. m. . m., and 5:10 p. m. In addi- 
tion thére are other trains, giving five 
trains daily in each direction between 
Atlanta and Washington, six between 
Atlanta and Danville, Va. and seven

inform the authorities that 
the United States would regard 
with displeasure any accident to 
Evaristo and Daniel Madero, who 
ire being taken as prisoners to the 
cavdital. 

The Maderos were arrested re- 
cently at Monterey, and are charged 
with complicity in a plot to turn 
that city over to the revolutiontsts. 
It is believed they are being trans- 
ferred to the capital by way of 
Tampico.

Washington, October 23.—An atmos- 
phere of gravity and sombre silence 
enveloped the Mexican situation here 
tonight, not only with regard to the 
dissatisfaction of the United States at 
Great Britain's attitude, but as to the 
critical state of affairs in Mexico City 
as the election of October 26 draws 
near.

which officlal Washington interpreted 
ominously, was President Wilson’s flat 
refusal to discuss Mexico, or any 
phaseg of the problem, when he met 
the Washington correspondents in their 
usual semi-weekly conference. The 
president always had discussed infor- 
mally and unofficially matters of in- 
ternational consequence, giving the 
general status of affairs. Today he 
asked to be excused. 
Drastic Measures Likely. 


Secretary Bryan showed equal re- 
ticence, The conclusion drawn gen- 
erally was that a crisis was slowly 
approaching; that the arrival of Gen- 
eral Felix Diaz appeared to complicate 
internal affairs in Mexico, and that 
stern measyres by the Washington 
government would not be surprising. 

For the first time ‘during the talk 
of recess and adjournment of congress 
the Mexican situation was injected as 
a reason for keeping conxzress in ses- 
sion, and in administration circles it 
was admitted that it was not the cur- 
rency problem alone which made it ad- 
visable for members to stay in Wasih- 
ington. 

It became apparent in well informed 
quarters that Great Britain's fatlure 
to repudiate the actien of Sir Lionel 
Carden, British minister to Mexico, 
who presented his cred@ntials immedi- 
ately after Huerta proclaimed his dic- 
tatorship, had caused Washington of- 
ficlals to feel they no longer could 
depend on the help of England in golv- 
ing the Mexican problem and that 
henceforth the United States would go 
forward single-handed, if necessary, in 
a firm and aggressive policy. ~ 


To Put Europe on Notite. 


Whether this will be revealed in a 
declaration by the United States of her 
intention as “the nearest neighbor” of 
Mexico to take such steps as will com- 
pose the situation, has not yet mate- 
rialized, but many officials believe the 
Washington government will s¢on as- 
sert itself in a manner that will be 
tantamount to a notice to Burope gen- 
erally that interfcrence in Mexico by 
foreign powers is not desired by this 
country.

IN WILBURN TRIAL 


Widow of Slain Man ‘Had 
Immoral Relations With 
Another Youth Besides 


Wilburn, Says Witness. 


DEFENSE TO INTRODUCE 
NO EVIDENCE IN TRIAL 


Case Will Probably Go to the 
Jury This Afternoon and 
Mrs. King Be Tried on 
Saturday.

Gray, Ga., October 23.—(Special.) 
The introduction before the jury of 
Nick Wilburn’s confession that he slew 
James A. King, for whose murder he 
went on trial today; statements that 
Mrs. King had been guilty of immoral 
relations with Fred Stepp, aged 22, a 
boarder at the King home, as well as 
with Wilburn and the statement by 
Colonel John R. Cooper, leading coun- 
sel for Wilburn, that the defense would 
introduce no evidence were the princi- 
pal features of the Wilburn murder 
tria] on its first day. 

Mrs. King, whose husband, a wealthy 
Jones county farmer. was found dead 
in the woods on Decembef 12, 1912, and 
who is to go on trial as an accessory 
before the faet, spent the day in her 
cell in the jail adjoining the court 
house. 

Wilburn was taken 
tonight for safety. 

Before the hour of court it had been 
stated that Wilburn would admit the 
killing and claim that the woman, 
whom he sald he had been intimate 
with, had hypnotized him into commit- 
ting the crime, but the lad entered a 
straight plea of “not guilty” and his 
counsel sought to show that the farm- 
er’s death might have been from either 
accident or suicide. 

Evidence Practically Closed, 

Solicitor Joseph E. Pottle, who its 
prosecuting Wilburn before Judge J. A. 
Park, of the Ocmulgee circuit, stated 
at the conclusion of the day that he 
would introduce practically no wit- 
nesses Friday and that his evidence 
Was practically closed.

That young Wilburn had been forced 
through “third degree” methods on the 
part of Detective C. B. Moore and pos- 
sibly with the aid of Deputy Sheriff 
Tom Roberts, into a “confession” when 
he was really innocent of the crime, 
was the theory upon which Colonel 
Cooper sought to have the confession 
kept frm the iury.

Fisher married a sister of Steele. The 
night before the body of Steele was 
found Fisher was heard to make threats 

Steele 

Ashworth, who was with the 
parties the night before the allewed 
homicide, says: “Ira Fisher is the man 
who killed Dug Steele. I was standing 
in the center of the street near the 
pool on the corner of Hamilton and 
Waugh streets and heard Ira Fisher 
say you I will get even 
with I will kill you tonight. You 
think you are — because you havea 
new suit of clothes.’ They would not 
let me go with them. Dug said that he 
could take care of himself. I did not 
see Fisher kill Dug, but I feel sure he 
did. Ira told me after Steele was found 
that if I ever told about the fuss ] 
heard he would kill me and that is the 
reason I have never told it before.” 

The. testimony of Ashworth is corrob- 
orated by other witnesses who heard 
Fisher make threats against Steele 

The body of Steele was found on the' 
railroad track early in the morning, 
with the head completely severed, and 
with other marks of violence upon the 
body Suspicion was aroused at the | 
time of the finding of Steele on account 
of the fact that there was no blood ; 
where the body was found, and the 
doctor examining the body stated that 
Steele was dead when placed upon the 
track 

Fisher’s acts at that time and shortly 
afterwards confirmed the suspicions of 
many as to his guilt, but the matter | 
was dropped and never investigated by 
the relatives of the deceased, which | 
was possibly due to the fact that Fish- 
er had iarried into the family. 

However, recently the family de- 
termined to have the matter investi- | 
gated, and this determination was in- 
tensified by developments in Atlanta 
in the attitude of the accused man in 
a murder case there. 

People here who know Fisher say 
that he has never been the same since |} 
the death of Steele, and that either 
the death of Steele or something else 
weighs heavily upon his mind.

The trial 
if these deputies did not conclude until after 
10 o'clock at night of the day previous to 
their execution, and it hardly seems possible 
that they could have gotten together for a 
feast of the character described 

Riouffe, who was at the time incarcerated 
it the Conciergerie, and who wrote an ac- 
count of this eventful night, makes no men- 
tton of a supper at all,. but instead that the 
twenty-one condemned men were shut up in 
their several cells, but they passed the time 
in Singing and they were near enough that 
they could hear one another

as real history, published, in 1833, “The Ban 
quet of the Girondins and Lamartine, in 
1847, further embellished the story The lat- 
ter represented that he had obtained all the 
details from Lambert, a priest. who, living 
near the prison and having taken the oath 
to the civil constitution of the clergy, was 
allowed to visit prisoners and may possibly 
have the Girondins that last night, 
though Lothringer, a priest who certainly 
saw them next morning, gives no hint of it 

The story as told of the supper is that 
Vergniaud presided; Brissot, taciturn and 
gloomy, was vice president; the younger pris- 
oners indulged in light talk and jests; but 
towards morning the company became more 
Sel A friend provided luxurious dishes, 
wines and flowers.

Among the number of 
condemned was Dufriche de-Valaze. who. im- 
mediately upon reaching his cell, plunged a 
knife into his heart and his dead body was 
deposited in one of the corners of the room, 
for it was decided that his remains should 
be taken with the crowd the following day 
and that he should be beheaded along with 
the others. This was done. 

One writer, more graphic than the others 
in his descriptive style, tells the following 
story of the “Last Supper.” “The table was 
richly spread, it was decorated with flowers 
and supplied with all the delicacies that 
Paris could afford. In cadence and subdued 
tones they sat down to the repast. When 
the cloth was removed and the flowers and 
Wine were seen, the conversation became 
more animated. The entire body attempted, 
with songs and affected gaiety, to disarm 
death of its horror. Finally rosy morning 
began to settle in at their banquet, and then 
came the executioners to cut off their hair 
and robe them for the scaffold The start 
was made at 10 o'clock.” 

Thus ls much of the history of the French 
revolution written, a long story of fabrica- 
tion,. colored to suit a purpose—the taste 
of those who look to everything connected 
with this great French upheaval! to be strik- 
ingly picturesque, if not accurate. “The din- 
ner, as described by Lamartine and other 
French writers, it is quite likely never oc- 
curred even to the smallest feature.

Editor Constitution: After having read 
the account of a second great ocean d'sas- 
ter within a very short space of time, I 
deem it in order to offer a suggestion which 
may prove to be the means of preventing 
another such mishap. 

Having studied life-saving from 
every point of view, and having v 
nearly all of our coast and inland life- 
saving stations, I can realize their very 
great worth in times of peril, and | wonder 
that such a method is not in use on all 
ocean-going steamers. 

A line fired from a Lyle gun across the 
deck of a ship in distress could be used to 
pull over a cable with buoy, or, better still, 
life raft attached. In such a manner the 
passengers could be transferred with very 
little danger to themselves and practically 
none to the rescuing ship. Should the 
doomed ship have such an attachment on 
board, a double line would facilitate the re- 
moval of the passengers. 

\ Ife raft such as I have menttlonea 
could be perfected with very little stuay, 
and possibly—nay, probably—would be the 
means of saving hundreds of lives when the 
waves roll high. 

I intend making this suggestion to the 
department of naval! affairs, together with 
my idea of how the raf should be cohstruct- 
ed, with the hope that they will take the
